Commission Cannot Make Cut 


for Manufacturers Only, 


Attorney General Hart Declares, in 
Opinion, That Such a Policy 
Would be Illegal—Jobbers En- 
titled to Same Rates Given 
to Manufacturers 


The Georgia railroad commission can- 
not make freight rates to apply betwees 
two points solely on articles manufac- 
tured within the state and refuse to givsé 
the same rates on like articles to job- 
bers or any other shippers. 

Such is the substance of a very im- 
portant opinion rendered yesterday by 
Attorney General John C. Hart in reply 
to a regthest from the railroad commis- 
sion. 

As hag been stated ir The Constitution, 
the rallroad commission has practically 
adopted a policy looking to the grant- 
ing of lower rates of freight on articles 
manufactured within the state. The 
main objection to this policy, raised by 
its opponents particularly in Savannah, 
is that it would give the city which has 
the largest number of manufacturing e* 
tablisbments a cCecided advantage over 
all others, because the jobbers of such 
city would have advantage of these rates 
and would, therefore, in certain lines at 
least, be able to acquire a nronopoly of 
the trade of the state. 

The rafitoad commission was anxious 
to find, if possible, a way to get around 
this objection, and thought this could 
be done if it were possible to make rates 
whigh would apply only to such articles 
as are manufactured in Georgia, or, in 
other words, by making a rate for the 


maenifacturer in which.nelther the jobber | 


nor any other shipper would be allowed 
to participate. It wae on thls point that 
on opinion ‘was requested from the attor- 
ney general. 

Attorney General Hart. in his opinion 
rendered yesterday, holds that such rates 
would be violative not only of the spirit 
but of the letter of the: law creating the 
tallroad commission, whose duty is to 
remove unjust discriminations and not 
tog make them. To make one rate for a 
certain claps of citizens and a higher 
rate for another. between the same 
points, would, he declares, be an unjust 
and unlawful discriminuaticn. 

The commission will have therefore, 
to pursue its policy along other lines 
and find, if possible, some other means 
of overcoming this objection. Just whet 
it will do in view of the attorney gen- 
eral’s opinion remains to be seen. Prob- 
ably some interesting announcement wll 
be made regarding the matter at the 
mext meeting of the commission to be 
held June 7 

Judge Hart’s Opinion. 

Following is the full opinion of Judge 
Hart on this question of manufacturers’ 
tates: 

“May 31, 1905.—Mr. George F. Mont- 
gomery, Secretary Railroad Commission, 
Atlanta, Ga. Dear Sir: .1 am in receipt 
of your. recent communication in which 
you state that you are instructed by tne 
railroad commission of Georgia to re- 
quest of me an official opinion ‘as to 
the 'egality of the publication of rates 
of freight by the commission, the appli- 
cation of which shall be confined to man- 
ufacturers.’ The case may be stated in 
this way: May the commission say to 
the manufacturer of stoves in Atlanta 
‘You shall have, by reason of being a 
manufacturer of stoves, a rate, say, 9 
26 cents per hundred on stoves to the 
city of Savannah,’ and to the jobber of 
Atlanta, ‘because you are a jobber and 
not a manufacturer, you shall pay 50 
cents per hundred on stoves to Savan- 
nah.’ 

‘The argument in favor of the reduced 
rates to the manufacturer is that a low 
rate of freight would stimulate the es- 
tablishment of factories in Georgia andi 
in consequence increase the material 
prosperity of the state. It might be cun- 
ceded that this difference of freight in 
favor of the domestic: manufacturer 
would act as a etimulus to the business. 
and the policy in the end might redound 
to the general prosperity of the state, but 
whether you, as a commission, charged 
with the duty of the regulation of rates 
of freight and passenger tariffs, have 
the power under the act to make this dis- 
crimination between ehippers in order to 
accomplish this, is the great question in 
the way. ; 

‘To say to Mr. A.. who manufactures 
stoves in Atlanta, ‘You shall have a rate 
of 25 cents a hundred to Savannah.’ and 
to Mr. B., a dealer in stoves in Atianta,

“The decrease in the acreage for 1905 
as shown by the tabulated statement 
herewith, which was ascertained from 
17,754 individual “reports from farmers, 
merchants, bankers and others, through- 
out the cotton belt, fixes the acreage this 
year at 25,980,95! acres, a decrease of 
18.43 .per cent, “and. 16.05 per cent in 
fertilizers. 

“The report on the decrease in the cot- 
ton acreage and the use of commer- 
,Clal fertilizers under cotton for 1905 
was compiled from reliable statistics 
gathered by the various states and ter- 
ritorial presidents of ¢he association 
and tabulated at New Orleans, La., 
May 3!, 1905, by the president and 
secretary of the.Southern Cotton Asso- 
ciation, and Colonel H. G. Hester, of 
New Orleans, with the assistance and 
ccoperation of the presidgnts of the 
state and territorial division. The con- 
| dition of the crop as reported for Louis-— 
jana, Texas, Arkansas, the _ territories 
and ‘portions of Mississippi, are unprece- 
dentedly bad. Much of the acreage re- 
ported in those states being yet un- 
planted and large tracts either under 
vater or badly washed by heavy rains.

Increase In Amount of Fertilizers 
Used Under Other Crops—Corn 
Acreage Has Been Increased. 
Georgia’s Fruit Crop

Georgia's cotton acreage has been re- 
duced 13 per cent as compared with last 
year, while there hag been a reduction 
of ea little more than 14 per cent in the 
amount of fertilizers used under cotton, 
according to the May report of the state 
department of eer made public 
yesterday. 

This estimate is based on reports re- 
ceived from between 500 and 1,000 cor- 
respondents In all parts of the state, as 
many as six or eight reports each hav- 
ing been received from the more impor- 
tant agricultura!] counties. 

Commissioner O. B. Stevens has had al! 
of these reports carefully analyzed and 
tabulated, and his May crop report is 
an accurate summary of them. It will 
be read with interest throughout the 
state. While the showing as to cotton 
is, perhaps, not as good as many had 
hoped for, it is evident that the farm- 
ers have, as a rule, been in earnest in 
their determination to cut down the acre- 
age, and to make a smaller crop this 
year tnan last. 

The figures in this report show, among 
other interesting facts, that the condil- 
tion and prospect of the cotton crap this 
year is even better than at this time last 
year, being 102 per cent. The worst re- 
ports come from south Georgia, where 
there is much grass in the flelds and a 
scarcity of labor. 

While there was a decrease of 14 per 
cent in the amount of fertilizers used 
under cotton, there has been an increase 
of 15 per cent in thé fertilizers used for 
other crops, which accords with the re. 
ports that the sales of fertilizers in

Following ig the complete May crop 
report of the department of agriculture: 

We herewith present our May crop re- 
port, which shows the acreage,. condi- 
tions ‘and prospects of the principal 
craps of the state. It will also show the 
amount of fertilizers used wtwnder c@t- 
ton, as well as other crops than cotton, 
for the year 1905, as compared to the 
year 1904. . 

This. report .was carefully tabulated 
from the replies received at this office 
between May 20 and May 27, 1905, in 
answer to many hundred letters of in- 
quiry sent out to reliable persons (most- 
ly farmers) In different sections of each 
county in Georgia. 

By a close inspection of the various 
reports we find the cotton acreage 
shows a decrease of !3 per cent as com- 
pared to i904. That the tse of com- 
merctal fertilizers under cotton for 1905 
shows a decrease of 14 per cent as com- 
pared to ast year. That the use of 
commercial fertilizers under other ed 
than cotton shows an increase of 
per cent. 

The early spring was rather favorable 
to the growing of most crops. But the 
freeze in April an@ the continued, rains 
in May, with cool nights, have generally 
retarded their growth. There is much 
complaint of grass from ill sections of 
the staite and the scarcity of labor has 
materially interfered with the cotton 
crop. 

We are unable at this time to tell what 
per cent of this crop must be turned out 
from the above mentioned causes.

Some four yeare 
ago, Mr. Witham declares, the supreme 
court of Georgia handed down a d fon 
on an action brought. by the president of 
a national bank in Columbus, which 
Was supported by other national banks, 
that the tax of: 610 which the asatate 
levies on bank présMents could not be 
collected from a national bank presi- 
dent. He adds that since that time very 
few, if any, state bank presidents have 
felt that they ought to pay and have 
n@t paid the tax. After this devision 
all the Witham ‘banks in the state stop- 
ped paying the tax, and so with the ma- 
jority of other banks. 

Mr. Witham states that if it is neces- 
sary to go to court with the matter that 
it will be chaimed among other t 
that it is a form of class legislation to 
tax one bank president and aiot another.

Georgia are being choked with cra: 
¢rass and weeds as the result of thr 
wet May, and now, although sunshine 
has returned, the farmers are able to 
make but a small showing in clean- 
ing their growing crops, hard as they 
are trying to accomplish that her- 
culean task. 

The reason for this discouraging 
condition is obvious to everybody fa- 
miliar with rural conditions in Geor- 
gia. 

The labor is not to be had. 

No amount of money and per- 
suasion will induce enough laborers 
to go to the cotton and corn fields. 
The cotton is still thick in the rows, 
unchopped, and the corn is getting a 
sickly yeliow for lack of plowing. 

Meanwhile, the towns, and especial- 
ly the cities of Georgia, are full of 
negroes with no visible -means of 
“Corn field negroes” are to 
be seen by the score at any hour of 
the day or night on “Atlanta’s Bow- 
ery,’ Decatur street. So it is with 
the smaller towns—and these idlers 
seem to be individuals of unlimited 
leisure and excellent physical speci- 
mens. The fields of the country are 
crying to them, but they heed not 
the cry. They are idle, but they are 
not looking for work. 

Georgia has the Calvin vagrancy 
law in active force. It is a good law 
and a just law. It has demonstrated 
its practical effect wherever serious 
attempt has been made to enforce it. 
Now of all times there should be en- 
ergetic action on the part of the 
proper law officers to rigidly enforce 
this salutary law. 

Make the vagrants and idlers move 
on! Rid the towns of this undesira- 
ble loafing, semi-vagabond element in 
accordance with the terms of the 
new vagrancy law, and you will see 
an improvemeut in country conditions 
in this the farmer’s emergency. Ex- 
pelled from the towns, these able- 
bodied individuals o* languid leisure 
will seek the country, where they will 
he pretty apt to run into work. To 
run away from work it will be nec- 
essary to cross the state line. 

Put the vagrants to work! Give 
them the choice of honest employment 
or the chaingang! Do not temporize 
with the matter for a moment, but 
get busy enforcing the law! 

The farmers of Georgia are sorely 
in need of all available labor and wilf 
pay fairly for it. To enforce the Cal- 
vin law will help some. 

Enforce it! 
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A Georgia Domestic Tragedy. 

In the vicinity of Augusta lives a 
farmer, by name John Madgett, who 
has appealed tothe courts of Georgia 
to release him from the galling botids 
of matrimony on the ground of in- 
compatibility of temper. During the 
fourteen years of their conjugal rela- 
tion Mr. Madgett makes affidavit that 
he and his wife have quarreled 6,110 
times. Mr. Madgett is thus statis- 
tically precise because, from the very 
day the preacher tied the knot, he 
kept a domestic diary, with a possible 
view to future divorce contingencies. 
Having thus acted as the historian 
of the little domestic infelicities that 
are wont to sometimes ripple even the 
placid surface of true love, Mr. Mad- 
gett is enabled to furnish his lawyer 
with a tabulated classification of the 
source and nature of these divers and 
sundry conjugal spats. It seems, 
from Mr. Madgett’s record, that the 
period of his double blessedness was 
fruitful of 436 quarrels a year, to 


strike a yearly average of the impos- 


ing aggregate, which gives an aver- | 
age of a quarrel \a day and some to'§ 


spare. 

It appears from the concrete record 
that the most prolific source of strife 
in the Madgett household has been 
late meals—1,589 scraps are duly en- 
tered on this common score of do- 
mestic anpleasantness. Next on the 
sad list is 
money, 2,241.” Because he was chided 
for tracking mud on the kitchen floor 
caused 821 “scenes” in the kitchen.

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Handicapping Our Farmers. 

Some weeks ago The Constitution 
quoted Hon. J. J. Conner, of Bartow 
county, to the effect that poorly as 
the south compared with the west fn 
provision for agricultural education, 
Georgia compared yet more depress- 
ingly with other southern states. An 
article published recently by an ex- 
change descriptive of the Texas pol- 
icy in this direction furnishes strong 
confirmatory evidence. 

The agcriultural and mechanical 
college of that state opened its doors 
in 1876, so that it has practically a

They realize that the operation of 
the college for nearly three decades 
has been largely instrumental in mak- 
ing Texas a great agricultural] state. 
It may be stated right here, by way of 


tion of size, the natural agricultural 
resources of Georgia are as rich and 
varied as these of Texas. What ap- 
plied training has done for the people 
of that state it can be made to do for 
the people of this one. 

The following running summary of 
the branches taught in the agricul- 
tiiral department will show the pos- 
sibilities of a similar institution in 
Georgia: 

Into three main divisions the agricul- 
tural work is divided—work of instruc- 
tion, experimental work, and farmers’ 
institute work. The work of instruction 
embraces the following @& partments: 
l‘epartment of farm husbandry, under 
which heading comes instruction in farm 
crops, farm equipment, soils, irrigation 
and drainage, farm machinery, and his- 
tory of agriculture; department of plant 
husbandry, embracing elements of hor- 
ticulture, nursery methods, truck gar- 
dening, orchards, plant breeding, spay- 
ing, pomology, green houses, landscape 
gardening, forestry, etc.; 
veterinary science, embracing courses in 
prysiology of domestic animals, compara- 
Uve anatomy, vertebrate histology, con- 
'tagious and infectious diseases of ani- 
mals, non-contagious diseases of ani- 
/and parasites, and the department of ani- 
imal husbandry and dairy husbandry, 
embracing courses in judging market 
classes of cattle and sheep, horses and 
Swine; judging breed types of cattle and 
sheep, ‘horses and swine, dairying, 
breeding of live stock and feeding of 
live stock. Instruction is also given in 
egricultural chemistry, in apiculture, and 
economic entomology. 

In other words, for the last twenty- 
nine years this college has sent to the 
great farms and ranches of the state 
an army of men _. well-quipped to 
wrench from the soil its every possi- 
bility. Thus it happens that there is 
|in Texas a steadily increasing element 
of agriculturists as well fitted to pur- 
‘sue their profession as are lawyers, 
' doctors, electrical, civil and mechan- 
‘ical engineers, or representatives of 
‘the other trades and’ occupations. 
'Knowledge of this sort is contagious. 
So that each one of these many hun- 
‘dred men graduated from the college 
year after year may be relied upon 
to pass his valuable lore on to others 
less fortunate in their educational op- 
portunities. In this way the entire 
state becomes inoculated in a remark- 
ably short time with a working 
knowledge of scientific agriculture 
bound to bring fruit in the shape of 
permanently enhanced crop values. 

Aside from agriculture pure and 
simple, there: is little doubt that this 
college mainly responsible for 
making Texas one of the coming cat- 
tle states of the country. Instruction 
in this branch is so thorough and on 
such broad, practical bases that with 
}a little actual experience in cattle- 
‘raising the graduate is soon qualified 
to look after every detail of this in- 
tricate business. An illustration of 
this is found in the fact that at the 
Industrial Live Stock Exposition in 
Chicago last year the graduates of the 
Texas college came second only to

seen at a glance. 

So hungry are the farmers of the 
state for exact, technical knowledge, 
that it has been found profitable to 
hold a special winter course of ten 
weeks, which adult planters from all 
over the state patronize in numbers. 
In this connection a statement from 
President Houston, of the college, is 
significant: 

“| have never seen any class of men 
so eager for information as the farm- 
ers of this state. if we were to try 
to satisfy their wants as they are pre- 
sented to us in a variety af ways, it 
wwould require an appropriation ten or 
twenty times as great as we are ever 
likely to get. It would be impossible 
to indicate to you how many different 
directions these inquiries take. There 
is not a single aspect of any line of 
agricultural activity in this state that 
does not present its own peculiar 
problem, and these problems are pre- 
sented by thousands of individual 
farmers to the various experts at the 
college for their assistance.” 

There is no reason to believe that 
the adult farmers of Georgia are not 
just as anxious for instruction as 
those of Texas; certainly they can be 
no less eager for their sons to reap 
the advantages which accompany a 
full course in scientific agriculture 
under competent professors. The di- 
rect monetary profit, the economy in 
time and labor, the infinite stimulas 
hee agricultural development are too 
obvious to require emphasis. The op- 
portunities of Georgia closely parallel 
those of Texas; and yet, what weap- 
ons are we putting in the hands of 
our planters for THEIR share in the 
campaign -of development? 

The Georgia legislature convenes 
within a few weeks. It behooves 
every member, whether from the city 
(‘or country districts, to give this mat- 
ter his earnest consideration. We 
want more, too, than academic dis- 
cussion. We want action. The farm- 
ers of Texas and their sons already 
have nearly a thirty-year handicap of 
their brethren in Georgia; . what are 
we going to do now, IMMEDIATELY, 
to decrease that handicap?

Complaint About Handling Baggage. 
Editor Constitution: I read in Sunday’s 
Constitution the hackmen’s appeal to the 
citizens of Atlanta, and I think thev are 
perfectly justified in their statement. 

I don’t know the exact relations be- 
tween the Atlanta Baggage and Cab Com- 
pany and fhe independent hackmen, but 
I do know from experience how the At- 
lanta Baggage and Cab Company treat 
people in regard to calling for trunks, 
etc. 

On two occasions I have lIeft orders at 
their office in the afternoon to call for 
trunks for night trains. Calls were to 
be made at 6 p. m. to get trunks in time 
for trains at 8:30 p. m. On one occa- 
sion they did not call for the trunk until 
after 8 o'clock and managed to get the 
trunk to the train in time because the 
train was 15 minutes late, and the trunk 
was pitched om-the train as the train 
was pulling out of the depot. | 

On another occasion, the last one about 
four weeks ago, an order was put in at 
their office to call for the trunk at 6 p. 
m. to be in time for the 8:30 train; and 
at 8:30 the trunk was never called for, 
in fact, the trunk was not called for until 
10 o’clock that night, over an hour after 
the train had left, and the parties had 
to leave without their trunk, which was 
sent the next day. 

You cannot get any satisfaction at their 
office. If you go and make a kick they 
tell you that the man is on his way out 
there, and that is all the satisfaction you 
get. Since this occasion I have sent a 
dray out to bring in my trunks. 

I think they should be made to cater 
to the public, as they profess to do, and 
I think we had better have the hackmen 
to give us- competition.

A very few days ago Dan Sully, the 
cotton king, passed through Atlanta on 
his way back to New York from New 
Orleans. Mr. Sully said that about the 
middle or later part of June, he believed 
the price of cotton would go to 12 and 
i4 cents. At that time he spoke of hav- | 
ing made a personal tour of a large part | 
of the cotton belt, and while in most 
Cases this sort of a trip would be super- 
ficial, in the case of Mr. Sully it was 
not. 

In his talk with this Atlantan he men- 
tioned these ‘kame conditions of grass 
brought about by too much rain and then | 
he addea that, while this would be- 
enough in itself to boost the game, the | 
condi.ions prevailing in Europe would 
add further impetus. It was then that 
he stated that the owners of the Eng- 
lish mills were actually selling years 
ahead to hold their customers in the 
Far East. These English and European | 
mill owners had been holding out as 
long as they could, hoping that cheaper 
cotton could be brought about, but that 
now,they were up to the limit and facing 
® proposition that meant the purchase 
of cotton at any price,.for they were 
‘selling goods which they could not de- 
liver except by getting the cotton. 

This meant that the WBuropean mill 
owners would have to get the raw mate- 
rial and make up the orders for the mar- 
kets, both at home and in the Orient, in 
time for the promised delivery or else 
with the failure to deliver lose the mar- 
ket in the Far East. As the demand for 
&stton goods in the Far East was grow- 
ing at a tremendous rate, their failure 
to deliver the goods would mean that 
the Americen mills would come in and 
fill the orders and in this way secure the 
patronage of China and the Orient, a loss 
to the European mills that would mean 
mililons and millions of dollars. 

Mr. Suliv said that for this reason the 
English and European buyers would be 
forced to purchase cotton at any price 
for self protection, and then added that 
eventually the markets of tne world 
would be supplied in time by the mills 
of the south and that this time would 
not be very many years off at that.

This meant that the Buropean mill 
owners would have to get the raw mate- 
rial and make up the orders for the mar- 
kets, both at home and in the Orient, in 
time for “the promised delivery or else 
with the failure to deliver lose the mar- 
ket in the Far Bast. <As the demand for 
60tton goods in the Far East was grow- 
ing at a tremendous rate, their failure 
to deliver the goods would mean that 
the Americen mills would come in and 


fill the orders and in this way secure the 


patronage of China and the Orient, a loss 
to the European mills that would mean 
mililons and millions of dollars. 

Mr. Suliv said that for this reason the 
English and European buyers would be 
forced to purchase cotton at any price 
for self protection, and then added that 
eventually the markets of tne world 
would be supplied in time by the mills 
of the south and that this time would 
not he very many years off at that.

vate reports known to be in preparat 
there remain only The Journal of Com- 
merce and The Financial Chronicle to 
hear from. The average of the reports 
thus far published, as shown below, in- 
dicates a reduction in acreage of 14 per 
cent, and a condition of 76.6. It is the 
opinion of nearly all with whom I have 
advised upon the subject that public sen- 
timent has discounted a * governmental 
showing about equal to the average, 4s 
stated, of the private reports thus far re- 
eé@tved, namely: An acreage reduction of 
14.4 per cent, and a condition of 74.6 per 
cent, and that these figures, therefore, so 
far as the immediate course of the mar- 
ket is: concerned, may be regarded as 
pivotal. Such a showing could not, of 
course, be regarded as in any sense bear- 
ish were it accepted as conclusive, but 
the market will doubtless be disposed to 
receive it in the light of the anticipatory 
advance already established, the large 
amount of cotton still unmarketed, the 
improving weather conditions and the 
stimulus which the prospect of higher 
prices is likely to give to, both planting 
and cultivation. Account must also be 
taken of the fact that the record shows 
that whatever the condition of the crop 
on the Ist of —s an re aa dur- 
ing the next 30 days is to be expected. 
This is especially true of crops starting 
, with a low..condition on the Ist of June,
